I.ONDOy, June 24. — Tho editor of the 
Morituig Post publishe.s a communica- 
tion over his own name, Sir Algernon 
Borthwick, on the. condition of Ireland. 
He ndtnits that the present legislative 
union between Great Britain and Ire- 
land exists only in name. He says that 
tho present laud bill is an attempt at 
compromise between two social sys- 
tems resting on puriiosea and instincts 
tot^illy "distinct, and it must naturally 
result in diHappointmcnt, mutual 
Li'iiuinations and failure. Tlio land 
league is the embodiment of formal 
ideas and radical p^oclivitie.^ Justico 
to Ireland means in effect withdrawal 
by England from her intentions and 
her-'hb|^d«{or results anion ia 1881, 
vk: creation of a homogenous nation 
out of disoordant^elements. 

Tho Irish race is actuated by racial 
propensities and customs totally dis- 
tinct from those of tlie English. No 
union based on a common system of 
hiw and industrial pursuits can possibly 
obtain between them except by consist- 
ent force, on^one side, in the absence of 
timorous coiic'ession to tlio rule of tho 
stronger. There is one other question 
which we may up our minds the gov- 
ernment has sooner or later to face. It 
is whether Ireland is to be part of tho 
United Kingdom,' to be subjected and 

/ made obedient to the same laws and 
usages as ourselves, or is she by excep- 
tional legislation in deference to her 
origin and in her proclivities due there- 
to to bo left outside tho obligations and 
resppnsibilities of the union while still 
a coniponrnt part of it. I will leave 
this idQH for possible use and expansion 
in the vivid imagination of the home 
secretary, or as a cud to be chowed of

tor isle,

Pacific Co. Villard made a report of 
eight millions paid in last spring. Ho 
bad invested the money and about as 
much more,in all about sixteen raillionR, 
in tho purchase of common and preferr- 
ed stock of the Northern Pacific Co., 
the larger part being preferred,and had 
accomi^ished the object which he had in 
view, namely, uniting tho Northern 
Pacitic and Oregon Railway and Navi- 
gation Co. 's interests, so as to prevent 
conflict in tho valley of the L'ulumbia 
river, and to secure to the Northern 
Pacific great advantages of trafHic con- 
trolled by the Oregon Co. 's lines, which 
now include tho railways in tho Wil- 
lamette valley and their extension to 
California, It was proposed now to 
form a new company called tho Oregon 
Trans-continental company ; to acquire 
a majority of the stock of the Northern 
Pacific and Oregon Co. 'a proposed capi- 
tal, fifty millions : of which the pro- 
portion represented by the purchases 
already made as above mentioned, shall 
bo immediately issued and the remaind- 
er from time to time, as required for 
additional purchase.

THE MAINLAND ASSIZE f^. 

Tha-igOTern'ment, for reasons best 
knowa to itself, lias departed from tbo 

usualschemeof the circuit. Assize courts 
are advertised for only a portion of the 
mainland, viz., from Clinton down, anrl 
the dates of tlieir courts are Cxod so 
that suitors where cases have been pro- 
pared by counsel cannot have their as- 
sistance. Hitherto the Government 
has adopted the practice— based, with- 
out doubt,upon public conveuienco — of 
starting the assizes at Now W'isrnuis- 
ter and tlionce holding it ai Vale, l,\-t- 
ton, Kamloops, Clinton, Quesnchnouth 
and the terajinal point of Hiclitield, or, 
if it were a fall assize, then sturtin<i at 
Eichfield and working down to N'ew 
Westminster. Such a system ■suited 
the public. The few professioniil men 
■whose business required their lab> r on 
circuit could make the full round and 
thus the various litigants or parties seek 
ing advice at the diflerent assizo town.s 
were enabled to obtain ]M-ofes.sional as 
sistance from Victoria. Now a change 
has come. Not only is tliore no full 
circuit, but that part which is delved 
out suits neither the convenience of pri- 
vate suitors nor promotes economy in 
government prosecution. lastend of 
starting from Westminster the first 
court is to bo held at Clinton. Ttien 
(if the court is to be lielil on tin; way 
down) in.stead of holiliug it at Kam- 
loops it is to be held at Yale. Tlioncp 
the government prosecutor ami private 
counsel, instead of coming to New 
Westminster, must retrace tlieir steps 
and proceed to Kamloops ; and having 

t)erformcd their duties there mu.'st fol- 
ow down stream to New Westminster, 
Clinton on the 2 1st July, Yale on the 
25th July, Kamloops on the 2Sih. July, 
and New Westminster on the 1st Au- 
gust. All round the conipa.ss. What 
professional man from Victoria or New 
Westminster can accomplish the physi- 
cal, mental and financial task of visiting 
those places on the days named, attend 
ing to his duties and paying his travel- 
ling expenses ? The attorney -general, 
if it were only in him to speak straight- 
forwardly, would say he did not care 
for the requirements of suitors, and as 
for professional men hi> would add that 
ho had endeavored to make the dates 
of tbo holding of coiu-ts so inconvenient 
that none of these geutleinen could af- 
ford either the time or e.vpen.se of trav- 
elling on circuit. \\c feel satisfietl that 
the attorney-general has .something 
more ia view than the misconduct of 
civil business ; that there is some rea- 
son lurking in the background for the 
want of economy in the public service 
that would require a government pro- 
secutor to travel twice the distance and 
, incur twice the e.xpen.so that i.s necess 
ary. We suppose that when the pres- 
ent half Mainland assize is tinishcd a 
publication of the Quesnel and Richtield 
assize will appear necessitating a jour- 
ney from Victoria to Cariboo of .some 
oflBcerof the crown, possibly the attor- 
ney-general himself, with liniment and 
horsefeed in addition. In fact, it seems 
to ua that the power to regulate the as- 
size courts is being manipulated for po- 
litical objects ; and being of this opin- 
ion, and apart from the question of wlio 
may bold the reins of government after 
the next general election, the mainland 
public will require that the circuit 
courts should be fixed by statute and 
not left to the caprice of an unstable 
government.

"W'hy tho Company Want Our Coal 
Lands. 

Work on the Northern i'acitic railway 
is now being prosecuted briskly, and with 
every prospect of completion in two years 
and a half. For the present Portland will 
bo the Pacific terminus, although it may 
oventu.iUy bo considered cxpciliont to 
still further extend the line. With tho 
c.xce|)iion of tho .seleetmu uf the pass over 
tho (Ja.^cade Kanice, the route is fully dc- 
torniiued upon. Tiie people of tho Pacific 
Coast know comparativoly little about 
this great transcontinental road, which 
when completed will comprise nearly 
2,000 miles of 'track— tho largest in tho 
world. The road as at present completed 
roproaonts about 1 ,000 miles in tho East, 
from tho Great Lakes to tho Dakota bor- 
der, and about 100 miles on tho I^acific 
Coast. Starting from Portland, the lino 
runs to tho Dalles, along the southern 
siiore of the Columbia; thence to Uma- 
tilla, along tho Columbia river. At Wal- 
lula tho road veors to tho northeastward, 
pa.o.sing north of Dayton along the Snake 
to Spokane Falls; thence to Lake Pen 
d'OrioUe. Across tho Cascade range, from 
tho Dalles to Umatilla, a distance of 159 
miles, nothing has been done, nor from 
Umatilla to Dakota. A large force of 
Chinamen aro enga;,'od upon the work. 
From Portland, tlio Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company's road will be a con- 
necting link, by way of Reading, to this 
city. The hittor ro.id is owned by the 
Northern Pacific, a connecting lino is ex- 
pected to run through Baker Citv lo 
Umatilla. It is estimated that §10,000,000 
will be expended in completing and ecjuip- 
ping tho road. Tho capital of the compa- 
ny represents 8100,000,000, and tho bond 
ed debt will reach §80,000,000. Tho 
company has rich grants of land all alonv; 
the route, having over 2,000,000 acres of 
agricultural and timber land in western 
Washington alone. In two years and a 
half, when the through cars will have 
reached Portland tho line will be exteiul- 
ed to Puget Sound and will find a tiMini- 
nus somewhere very neur tho British 
boimdary line — -pcrliaps at .S(5niiahinoo, a 
good harbor, which is partly owned by 
Canada anil partly by the United .States. 
From tho boundary lino a section of tho 
road will bo carried into British territory 
and tho traflic of tlio Canada Pacific road 
will' then bo tapped by tho American line. 
The security of the Can..dian Co. against 
so injurious, so ruinous a result lies in 
tlio early construction by them of the 
Island railway, tho catablishmcnt of a 
forry, and the accpiirenient of the Island 
coal lands. Tim Americans understand 
the position. They are alive to tho im- 
portance of the subject ; hence wo find 
them approaching tho provincial govern- 
ment with an offer to construct tho Island 
railway in exchange f(u- tho co.al lands. 
Experienced men say it will be all U. P. 
with the Canada Pacific railway if the 
Islands lands and tho natural terminus at 
Esquimau should fall into tho hands of 
tho Americans ; but what other recourso 
havo British Columbians if the Canadian.s 
having oars to hear yet hear not, and hav- 
ing eyes to see yet see not the advant.'iije.i 
they are tlirowingto the wind.s." 

Tho Oomot 

Continues to whisk its shadowy tail across 
tho northern sky every evening. The 
nobuljo is growing brighter and larger 
and tho tail is spreading like the brush 
end of a whisk-broom. This comet is 
either a stranger to our solar system, or 
one whoso periodicit)',if indeed the comet 
itself h.as hitherto been seen by tho in- 
habitants, of our globe, is as yet undo- 
terinined. It is a very In-irjlit body, the 
brightest since Doiiati'.s cumct of l^^M. 
It may bo a visitor from s(jriic other sun 
in tho immense stellar depths, sh.ootiiig 
across boundless spaco in obedience to 
some unknown law of tho great maker of 
worlds, and showing itself to the inhabi- 
tants of earth for this one time only to bo 
seen no more. Or it may be a oomet 
which has hitherto presented on its \ isi- 
tations a very ditlbront appearance from 
what it now bears, and therefore would 
not bo recognized. It often h.appens that 
the appearance on fiuece.ssivo visit.) 
is very mueh cli.mged. 

Mr. Einbach, of tho L'.S. coast survey, 
telegraphs from iMouiu Callahan, Nevada, 
to Professor Davidson that he has dis- 
covered another comet. It is visible in a 
northwesterly direction about an hour 
after sunset. It has a very bright 
nucleus, and tho tail extends over an area 
of about 18 degrees. 

The earliest record of the comet which 
is 80 plainly visible here waa t'uriii.slu.'d by 
E. E. Barnard, an astrouiinuM- of Nash- 
ville, Tonn. , who reported the discovery 
on the morning of the 12th May. 

Another comet will be due here this 
eveiiitig and Iwtj in November. Telo- 
gr.aphic -advices state that the Emi)eror 
of Brazil claims to bo the discoverer of 
iho comet first aeon hero on tho 12th inat. 



— Tho following 
paragraph, culled from New York dis- 
patches of. the 24th inst. doubtless refers 

to Charles Schaefer tho Victoria forger, 
who fled from the province three or four 
years ago. "Charles .SlutifTcr, alias Smit'n, 
a notorious confidence man who was ar- 
rested for defrauding a cigar firm out of 
10,000 cigars, belongs t(j a band which has 
swindled merchants of tho country out of 
81,000,000 by means of open accounts at 
stores in various cities, where they got 
large quantities of goods and sent them 
to New York to sell at auction. They 
made 85,000 in Syracuse in four months.

THE "thrasher" CASK.

Mr._ T. Davie reinarkod tliat ho had 
fuuniwitneBscs who were material and trho 
could not get hero till after his caso was 
ulosed; ho therefore asked porniisaion to 
examine them afterwards. 

The Cliief Justice — You must have a 
very poor ciso to have in depend on those 
witnossoa. 

Mr. Drake preferred to have Uie caso 
for^,tho- other sido completed before the 
defence commenced theirs. 

H. (i. Yiuui!;, HWorn ~ second iiiato 
of the Tlini.iliei' on the occasion of her 
stranding; tlie captain had never been 
north of Siin ii'i-anci-sco befora that voy- 
age; left Nanaimo on the ovening of 14th 
July, 1880; the Etta White was waiting 
all day for the Thcasher; the Beaver took 
the ship's hawser on the port bow and 
the Etta White made fast to the Beaver; 
was not awnro that any orders wore given 
to the tugs; there wa.n no pilot on b iard 
thobhip; iindcrstopd it was not necessary ) 
to take a pilot when a tug or two were [ 
engaged; had been 17 years on tho coast j 
and only had had a piliiton one occasion; | 
a watch was set it (j o'clock and at 8 
o'clock, he was in charge of tho watch of 
eight men ; tlic weather was cle.ir and 
lino and tho moon was nearly full; did not 
observe any mirage on the water; the cap- 
tain remained on deck till about 8:30 p. 
ni. and then went below; the ship struck 
about 0:30 p.m.; idiserved thoship'scourae 
before slie struck ; she was Htporiiis; ca.st 
by Bouth; pa.sacd tho liglit abuut half past 
seven; the ship's compasses wgre correct; 
tho ship was steered half a point on the 
port side of tho tug, whan the ship struck 
she was heading e.ast, southeast, still fol- 
lowing the tug; never steered as near the 
land before when being towed; did not 
make any objections; it was not his place 
to do bo; did not know there was danger 
till sho struck; was not acquainted with 
Gabriola reef so well as now; would have 
cut the hawser and let tho ship go if he 
had known about the danger. 

Tho Chief Ju.stico — Tlie reef dtioB not 
improve upon acquaintance. 

Witness — Nil, your Lord-ship. When 
tho ship struck the Etta White carried 
away her line; tho Beaver did not carry 
away the ship's hawser; hailed the Bea- 
ver and asked liim what he was doing; 
was told that was Gabriola reef; was told 
" she was coming "and the Boaver kept 
paddling away; found tho ship was draw- 
ing 17 feet of water forward, sho should 
have been drawing 23| so that she was 
nearly 7 feet out of tlfo water; tlid not 
want her pulled ofl' the rock as lie tbonght 
she woukl sink in deep wator; iiursoiial 
effects were transferred to the 8teaiiior,aiid 
afterwards sho was stripped as soon na 
possible; the elii]) was nearly surrounded 
by kelp; took soundings from tlie ship's 
fore rigginf; there were 4i fathoms; from 
the ship's side 3J at half tide; a day or 
two afterwards tho Etta Whito got on 
the rock to seaward of the ship and stay- 
ed on line tide. 

Croas exaniined by ^Ir. Drake. -Had 
been' to Nanaimo si.x times; had never 
been on board the Thrasher before; wiis 
not Hhipped particularly on account of 
his local knowledge; the captain wished 
him to sliip on account of his knowledge 
of the coast u]i to Capo Flattery; had 
never found Gabriola reef before; did not 
examine the chart after leaving Mauaiuio; 
there wos no course set, the ship was to 



follow the tugs; thought that tho tugs were 
going too clo.".o to tho shore for 10 or 15 
minutes; they steered east by south from 
Entrance Island and ho thought that was 
a wrong course, particularly with a fresh- 
et setting in from Eraser rivur; saw the 
water muddy alongside the ship; did not 
speak to tho captain or hail the tugs; he 
supposed they knew where they were go- 
ing; had never tested tho ship's com- 
passes; supposed the ship was going from 
seven to ten knots at the time she struck; 
did not hear tho captain give anj' orders; 
observed the ship was getting too near tlie 
land about 'J. 20; did not agree with a med- 
ical ulniaiiac which stated that the inoou 
was then in its first quarter; the ninon 
was nearly full. 

To Mr. Pooley- The captain ga\e tho 
order to let go the linos; heard the order 
from the tug to let go everj'thing; tho 
captain gave the urdois to ''go ahead, all 
clear; " did not know that tlioro wore 
certain local attractions tliat would affect 
the compass; was not sure the ship was 
going into danger, but thou<,dit .slie was too 
close in; thought it w.i.s 17 miles from 
Nanaimo to the reef; it was not wituoss' 
duty to change the cuur.se of the ship; if 
ho had seen a rock i-iglil ahead he woeKl 
not have changed the course of the ship; 
ho might have boon hung for so doing. 
(Laughter.) 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that such 
an offence was not a hanging matter in Brit- 
ish Columbia. That punishment would be 
worse than being cross-examined by two 
lawyers. (Laughter.) 

Witness — Well, after spending seven 
weeks in the pesthouse hero I can stand 
nny thing - even two lawyers. (Oreal 
laughter.) 

Cro.sa-examiiiatiou continued -The ship 
could not have been saved had she kept 
several points out ; did not know whether 
u pilot could have ke[)t clear of the 
roef in going two miles. [More merri- 
ment was created by tho witness appeal- 
ing to Capt. Rodgers to state at what 
time tho 'I'hrasher left Victoria on her 
way up.J Did not know that tlie Tlirasli- 
er went up inside of the (labriola reef. 

Capt. AlcUulloch, sworn Was captain 
of the Btoanier Otter; knew where the 
Thrasher lies stranded; it is emisiderably 
inside of whore he would go, perliap ) a 
mile or a half-mile; would probably have 
boon two miles further out if he bad been 
towing a ship drawing 24 feet of water ; 
there would be no ditliciilty in getting 
boaringa on a tine clear night. 

Crosa-exaiiiined by Mr. Drake— Tho 
beacon is a long way from tho outer rocks; 
the ship ho supposed was not more than 
a quarter of a mile from the beacon. 

To the Chief Justice — A projier enur.se 
from Entrance light would be ea.st half- 
north; that is the course he always 
took; anything south of e.a.sl would ii it lie 
a safe course by night. 

Capt. Alclntosh, sworn Am a pilot in 
British Columbia waters; agreed with 
last witness in his remarks; when he wa.n 
towing he kept east half-north of Entrance 
light. 

Mr. T. Davie wished to know whether 
or not the other aide was going to relin- 
quish the position that tho course steered 
was a safe one. If they did not he would 
have to call several other witnesses, lie 
then read the plea of tho defence. 

Tlie Chief .lustice reinarkiKl that the 
captain of tho Thrasher did not .attenipt 
to alter tho course of his ship for sonio 
timo after she was going in an unsafe 
direction. Witness after witness had 
proved this. 

Mr. Davie said he diil not wish to call 
a lot of unnecessary witnesses, and cited 
authorities in support of his view of tho 
aise. If, however, his Loriialup thought 
there was no caso to go to the jury it 
wonld be unnecessary to proceed. 

Wm. Scott, sworn — Am a pilot; tho 
right course to steer from Entrance lii,'ht 
is cvst, half-north to clear (lalirml.a reel; 
cast half-north would take a vessel about 
a mile from whore the Thraslier now lies; 
had never recognized tho beacon as an au- 
thority. 

Gro83-«»xarainod by Mr. Pooley -.\s 
pilot ho would have charge of the .ship, 
and would hail the tug if she were; going 
too near danger; could have s.-ived the 
I'hraslior at a distance of 2^ niile.s otf; there 
would have been plenty of time then to 
have avoided danger; an east course from 
Entrance island would be a safe one pro- 
vided there was no current sotting to tho 
reef. 

A discussion hen' ooourrud as to whe- 
ther the counsel for the plaintili should 
rofer to tho certificate of the witness to 
bhow how tho pilotage districts were 
divided. The examination was finally al- 
lowed. 

Capt. Ettershank, sworn — An eastern 
course from Entrance light would be a 
good one; it depended on other circum- 
stances, the set of the tide or tho winds; 
and allowances would have to be made 
accordingly. 

The Chief Justice reniarkeil that all 
further evidence on tho part of the plain- 
tiffs would be a mere repetition of what 
had been adduced. 

Mr. T, Davie wished to rofer to two or 
throe matters in the pleadings' of tlie de- 
fence. If his Lordship was against him 
on those points he would have to call fur- 
ther evidence. Authorities wore cited in 
support of hi.H contention , and the plaiii- 
tifis' case was then closed. 

Mr. Drake for the defence remarkeil on 
tho elaborate manner in which the iilam 
tiffs counsel had tried to prove that the 
course was a wrong one for the tugs and 
ship to take. The learned counsel then 
explained his position and that of Mr. 
Pooley in the defence of this case and the 
relations which existed between tugs and 
their tows. Tugs were not responsible 
for piloting in any respect. Ships and 
tugs wore under tho control of the mas- 
ters of the vessels being towed. They 
had to give orders to the tugs. The evi- 
dence for tho plaintiffs w.as then reviewed 
and commuiited on at sonic leiiglli. .\11 
tho witnesses were agreed tliat an easter- 
ly course from Entrance island was a good 
ono and that course was taken and kept. 
The heavy current from Eraser river was 
next touched on. 

Capt. Lewis here entered tho Court 
and was examined for the plaintill's — On 
being sworn he stated that he had been 
acquainted with the coast for tho last 20 
years; was acquainted with Gabriola 
island; a proper course would bo east 
half-nortli by night, by day ea.st half- 
south; if a current were setting in he 
would keep more to the northward; was 
acquainted with the reef; had never seen 
tho rock upon which the Thrasher lies 
when bare; had seen a rock to tho s lutli 
when bare; this rock was a continuation 
of the reef; would keep a milo and a half 
or two miles out, especially by night. 

To Mr. Pooloy— Could not lay the 
Thrasher rock down on the chart; would 
not go to bed while being towed if he 
wore a master of a ship, it would not be a 
prudont thing to do; it was his business 
to keep a lookout if !io had not a pilot. 

In re-examination witness stated that it 
was the captain's business to keep the 
deck in inland waters. 

To tho Cliiof Justice — Did not think a 
captain should go to bed on leaving Na- 
nainio harbor. 

Hr. Drake resumed his address to the 



jury and cited authorities to show tne du- 
ties of a tugboat, and said that it was not 
the buainb^ of the captain of a tug to act 
as pilot. ETecommcnted severely on Capt. 
Bosworth's conduct in trying to .save i<'2~> 
or $30 pilotage and thus endangering and 
losing his vessel wortli 8100,000. As 
there wa.s no pilot on board the captain 
had full clmrge and control. The course of 
tho ship being all tho time to starboard 
of tho tug, taken in connection with the 
current accounted for all being dragged 
in the direction of the reef. Tlu' course 
for ships as laid down on the charts and 
sailing directions was next entered into, 
and a notice to inarinors read, showing 
that a detached rock was in existence to 
seaward of the beacon. As this notico 
was issued after tho accident to the 
Thrasher it showed distinctly that it waa 
an unknown rock. In closing an sdmir- 
able address the learned counsel based 
his defence on five grounds: — lat, no con- 
tract on the part of the defendants with 
the captain of tho wrecked vessel. 2d, 
CaiUaius of tiig.s were not called upon to 
act as |)ilot.<i. 3d, Tugs were not respon- 
sible for the course tliat was taken, 
■ith, The rock was a sunken rock, 
and therefore an unknown danger, 
otli. .Vlthough a part of the reef, yet it is 
entirely detached ; and the captain did 
not take proper precautions or care of tho 
vessel, but wont to bod, and he was thero- 
foro responsible for Uio accident which 
occurred. 

Mr. Pooley then made a few remarks 
on behalf of his client to ■ the effect that 
his client Saunders had advised Captain 
Boaworth to take a pilot and liad not en- 
tered into any written agreement with 
liiin as be expected that tho pilot engaged 
to go up with the ship would also bring 
her down. Authorities were cited to show 
that it was Capt. B.iswortli's busino.ss to 
give directions, and that, if lie did not ho 
was re3i)onsible lor what might occur. 
The learned counsel remarked in conclu- 
sion very severely on wkat tho counsel for 
the plaintifla had said in his opening ad- 
dress about holding his clienta for the full 
damages claimed or for damages at all.

Arthur Eiuney for iilaintitl', srtnrn 
Took a contract from the Dominion go \ 
crnmcnt in 187.1 to erect a beacon mi 
Oabritila reef; saw much of the rocks dur- 
ing tho 11 weeks he was at work on it; 
told Capt. Cooper about the alioals round 
about; his own boat got foul on a rock 
outsido the beacon; this was on the same 
rock near wore the Thrasher lies; this 
rock is bare at extroine low tide; saw tho 
Thrasher this wook and took soundings 
to seaward of tho si.anded ship; found 
loss water there than where the ship lies 
for aliimt 111) yards ; en Ilie west side there 
is ninre water. 

Cross examined by Mr. Drake The 
Thrasher is heading nearly north aud 
south, head to tho south; witness put tho 
beacon on the rock, he was instructed to 
put it on; con.iidered tho wreck was more 
than half a milo from the beacon. 

E. C. Baker, for tho defence, sworn — 
Was a Trinity House pilot and navigating 
lieutenant in the navy; had examined the 
chart with the result laid down; there was 
a limiting danger lino all round tho reef, 
that is there is no danger outside that 
line; the crosses on the chart indicate 
sunken rocks that do not uncover at low 
water; examined tho reef last October and 
put down the results on tho chart ])ro- 
duced; took a complete circle of bearings 
to ascertain position of beacon; the boa- 
con as marked on tho chart is about three- 
fourths of a milo to near tho land; took 
bearings from the Throj her also; slio is 
lying about tliree-fourth "* of a mile from 
the beacon; saw the rock bare on which 
tho beacon is erected and ono on the ex- 
treme edge of the reef; the Thrasher is 
not on the fiabriiila reef as marked on the 
chart; there are live fathoms of water at 
the hnw of the wreck; the rock is an iso- 
lated ono on which the wreck lies; 
there is a channel between the wreck and 
the reef of about DOG yards deep enough 
for a ^'essol to go through; tho sailing 
directions clear the roef; the sailing dir- 
eclions refer to the fiabriola reef proper 
and not to where the Thraslier now lies; 
a fair course from Entrance island would 
be an oiis' magnetic one; ;i shiji of the 
Thraslnu-'s si/.o would have a tendency to 
sag ill to tlie land in going from Entrance 
island; tho duty of a master in piloting 
waters is never to leave tho dock ; navi- 
gable water are those where there is 
plenty of sea room-; a master should take 
charge of the tow, and communicate with 
tho tug by throwing tho holm over bo as 
to bring a strain on tho line and attract 
the tug's attention; tho master should not 
leave tho deck even if'ho had a pilot on 
board, certainly not on that one; if ho has 
no pilot on board he is in a duplex oa- 
p.acity. 

Tho Chief .Insiice — The captain is 
captain under all circumstances. 

Witness did not know from what au- 
thority the LvndiDi Uif.ftte. got informa- 
tion ; should judge the daugur was 
unknown or not in existence when that 
Gazf.tti was published. 

Croa.s-examined by Mr. T. Davie — 
Kelp as a rule indicates danger; the ac- 
tual danger had not been discovered 
till the Thrasher went on the rock; 
could not toll from whom the 6'a:t'^(c came 
fr iiii; \sfnilil not say for a moment tliat 
lie wa.-i a better nautical man than others 
in the room, but ho presumed ho knew 
his business, did not say that the course 
p linted out was a rcnsunable one, only 
that it would take n vessel Clear of the 
reef; could not say if there were any more 
rocka than those that are marked on the 
chart; was prepared to say that tho 
Thrasher rock wan not a portion of tho 
reef; received instructions from Mr. 
Saunders to make a suivey of the posi- 
tion of the wreck and tho beacon for the 
use of the defence in this case. [Instruc- 
tions to witness were then read.] Had 
not had charge of a ship in those waters; 
the directions are tho same in the (lazctir. 
as in the " Vancouver Pilot;" waa em- 
ployed for tho defence and paid for his 
services ii.s an expert, the same as the 
learned counsel. 

The Chief Justice— No, no, Mr. Baker; 
you v.-il! not got as niucli as Mr. Davie. 
(Laughter.) 

Witness considered that ono mile away 
from the rock was sufficient to save tho 
ship; even half a mile with promptitude 
would bo sufficient. 

To the Chief Justice -.V master would 
act moat inipriulently in going to bed at 
the timo the captain of tho Thrasher did. 

Mr. Drake hero explained to tho jury 
the chart upon which the last witnoas' 
linos wore marked, 

Benjamin MadtgaiJ, sworn — Reiuom- 
bored towing the Thrashei: in conjunc- 
tion with the Etta Whito in July last; waa 
chief engineer of the Beaver; was on dock 
in discharge of his duty when sho struck; 
noticed the position of the Thrasher, sho 
waa much inside the Beaver when she 
struck; the Etta While was inside the 
Beaver also, as much as the Thrasher; 
could not make out tho orders from the 
ship after she struck; liad orders to try 
ami tow the ship off tho rocks while Capt. 
Bosworth and the Etta White were away; 
Oapt. Bosworth instructed bis Bteeraman 
to steer after thoEtta Whito and not after 



tho " old Beaver; " Caiit. Cliristeiisen 
stated to tho captain that that accounted 
for his being,insid.c of tli9 Beaver. 
. C.ross-examiifie'd by Sir. Davie— Did not 
see Capt. Cliristensen on the deck; could 
not say exactly what the angle was be- 
tween the Beaver and Thrasher; the con- 
versation between Captain Bosworth and 
Captain Christcnsen took place the day 
after the wreck; thought himself that if 
the ship had been as far on the other side 
of the Beaver slit? would have gone safely 
[last the rock; did not how much the com- 
passes were out; if asked about a steam 
engine he would ansuor; did imt know 
that C>lseu was .-itop(iiiig at Mr. liiirnes'; 
had not seen him till he saw him in the 
learned counsel's oflico when the insinua- 
tion was made that ho was bribed; this he 
thought waa uncalled for. 

Captain L'rquhart, examined by Mr. 
Drake, sworn — Was pilot in July 
last belonging to Nanaimo; is now cap- 
titin of the Alexander; offered his ser- 
vices to Capt. Bosworth as a pilot,but his 
services wore not accepted on account of 
tho cost; had towed a ship inside the 
roef himself; had piloted tho Victoria 
steamship ; had never seen the rock upon 
wdiich the' Thrasher lies; did not know 
there was a rock there; went within a 
(table's length of the wreck the morning 
after the accident happened with the Vic- 
toria; bad often passed within two cables; 
the recognized way to communicate with 
the tug is to throw tho helm over in one 
direction or tho other; had noticed a cur- 
rent setting on to Valdez Island ; the cur- 
rent carried him on one occasion four 
miles in two hours; liad a convcr.sation 
with Mr. Young shortly after the accid- 
ent; he said tho Thrasher was atocring on 
the starboard aide of tho Beaver; his in- 
structions on the Alexander wore always 
to keep alieail of the tow; there was a 
heavy current from the Eraser at tho 
timo tho Thrasher struck; could not tell 
what tho force of the current would be at 
that time. 

Cross-examined by .Mr. Davie. — Capt. 
Bosworth did not tell him that the reason 
for his not taking a pilot was that he had 
two tug boats, nt least be did not remem- 
ber it; still he might lia\e said it; the cap 
tain's main reason was the ex|)ense; bad 
no mlercst in the case now beyond that 
w itness had been ti.dtl that the learned 
coun.iel was in anoiliei- caso in which he 
might be interested. 

Counsel here demanded the name of 
the party who had told witness that an- 
other suit would bo instituted in which 
ho would be interested. Question over- 
ruled. 

Cross examination continued- .\s a 
general rule it is usual for ships to take 
pilots; bad not changed his views about 
the Thraslu'r within tliu last two mouitlis; 
dill not remember expressing views favor- 
able to the Thrasher's case although the 
counsel tried hard to pump him with re- 
gard tp this caso and said that all that 
could bo got out of witness must ho got 
in a court of law. 

Angus Mc.-^Uister, sworn — Had not 
seen tho rock upon which tho Thrasher 
lies; had been .within three quarters of a 
mile of tho beacon; considered a due east 
course magnetic a good one from tho En- 
trance light. 

"vCross-examinctI by Mr. T. Davie .V 

course oast quarter south would take a 
vessel clear of the reef; it wmild be safe 
to come within tho view on a clear night. 

To tho Chief Justice The difference in 
the course of tlio tow and the tug ia ouly 
about tho width of tho vessel. 

Mr. Madl^n recalled— The liawser was 
angling sufficient for a ship to pass be- 
tween tho Beavor'and tho Thrasher; sho 
was more than 50 feet outsido tho steamer. 

To Mr. Davio - Drew .Mr. Ja'ii,'(H-s' at- 
tention to tho ship being sr much to one 
side. 

Henry .Sauutlers, sworn — agent for 
the tugboat Beaver; remembered making 
a contract with Capt. Bosworth of the 
ship Thrasher in July, 1880; tho price 
was .SoOO to Royal Roads and SljOO to 
Capo Elattery; advised the captain to take 
a pilot as he had a largo and valuable ves- 
sel; ho said ho would engage one and em- 
ployed Andrew Rodgers in his office ; the 
Beaver took tho vessel uj) and witness 
got the Etta White to assist in bringing 
her down; it was not necessary to get an 
agreement fr^.m Capt. Boswurth because 
he was to gel a pilot; there was more ne- 
cessity fur taking a pilot down as the ship 
drew so much more water; it is usual for 
sliips to Lake [lilots. 

Cross-examined by Mr. T. Davic--No 
record is kept in hia books about pilot 
fees, ^^^■la not particular about agreements 
when pilots were taken; always advis- 
ed sliips to take pilots before the loss of 
the Thrasher. 

Capt. Rodgers, sworn — Was a Nanaimo 
pilot; was engaged to take the Thrasher 
up in July, I860; took her up safely in- 
side tho Gabriola roef; offered to take her 
down also, but the ciptaiii said that as 
ho was going to take two tugs ho could 
not atf'ord the expense; had never seen 
the rock upon wliich the Thrasher lies; 
had taken up other aliips-near that rock ; 
had seen tho rock upon wliicli a schooner 
struck when bai'e; found plenty of water 
all round the schooner when tho Sir James 
Douglas tried to get horotf; a good course 
from Entrance light is magnetic east; he 
had often gone south of that. Witness 
corroborated evidence of former witnesses 
witii regard to communicating with tho 
tug; if the tug hadkept in a line with tho 
Beaver, she would h.avo passed the rock; 
in taking vessels up insido Gabriola reef 
they bad . to pass through kolp; kelp is 
in all the channola at certain times of the 
year; but he would nut run tlirough it if 
it could bo avoided. 

Cross-examined — If witness found a 
strong current setting in towards tho reef 
he 'would keep off to the north. 

John J'aggors, sworn — Was mate of the 
Beaver When the Thrasher struck; was 
buay on tho deck after leaving Nanaimo; 
took the wheel at 7.30 nnd steered east 
quarter aoulli ; the conqiaas wiis a little 
wrong and that made the course magne- 
tic oast; kept that course till a few inin- 
utoB before the vessel struck; the Thrash- 
er was on the Bteamor's ^larboard quarter; 
at the tima she struck sho was a point and 
a half over; the Etta White was on the 
Boaver's starboard bow too; noticed the 
current after the vessel struck to be set- 
ting strongly in-shore; it set the steamer 
in ; Capt. Boaworth told tho man at the 
Thrasher's wheel to follow the Etta Whito 
and not the Beaver; this would cause the 
ship and steamers to sag toward tho reef; 
witness had protested against the evidence 
taken by Mr. Pock; it was put down wrong 
but ho would not alter it. 

Cross-examined — Mr. Peck refused to 
alter his' evidence bo as to accord" with tlio 
facta. 

Capt. Smitli, sworn and examined by 
Mr. Drake — • Was master of the Etta 
Whito in July, 1880; had a conversation 
with Capt.. Bosworth at Nanaimo and told 
him ho had come to assist in towing him 
down; as ,the Beaver had not arrived he 
otl'ered to to\v him till tho Beaver over- 
took them; steered oast by south from 
Entrance Island so as to make the course 
magnetic east: kept that course for an 
hour and a half; changed it about five or 
ten minutes before the ship struck; there 
was a mirage on the shore which was rather 



decqitive; kept the wheel all the timo till 
about five minutes before the accident 
when he w ent to his room to examine 
tho chart; tlio ship was steering after tho 
Etta White and not after tho Beaver; had 
never lioa'rd of tho rock ujion which tho 
ship struck before; there was a very strong 
current from Eraser river; had never 
noticed such a current there before; had 
never had a pilot's license; never had any 
Siwashes on board the Etta White in any 
capacity up to the timo of the accident ; 
the Thrasher was about a imint to the 
starboaril of the Beaver this would have 
a tendency to drag the vessels ashore; had 
towed vessels inside the Thrasher rock; 
had never heard of that rock before; did 
not notico any kelp; the nick was not 
marked in any chart that he had seen, it 
was not a part of the reef. 

Cross-examined \N'as pretty well con- 
versant with tho landmarks on the coa.st; 
could see the land all tho way down; 
could see Cowiclian (Jap as liu approachetl 
the reef; did not take any bearings. [Wit- 
ness here explained to the jury whore he 
changed his course before the accident]. 
\yitnes3 accounted for being out of his 
course bj' the sot of the current; thought 
it was ebb tide at tho time the vessel 
struck; would not have hailed the ship 
had sho been steering improperly; would 
try to keep out of danger but would not 
apeak to tho ship about her steering; wit- 
ness hero explained tho ciriuniatancos 
connected with tho Etta Whito getting 
ashore shortly after tho wreck; waa ashore 
for about 20 minutes; the hawser parted 
about 10 o'clock. 

The Court hero aitjouriied till 10 a. m. 
Wednesday. 

Tho Haoos. 

A bright day attracleil a largo crowd of 
visitors to Beacon Hill yesterday after- 
noon to witness the horse races. 

The lirst event was a hurdle race, foi- 
which there were five entries. It was won 
by Carter's Jock U' the Syde, who took 
all the hurdles. "Nonpareil" ran off tho 
track twice; but nevorthelesa came in a 
good 2nd. -Mr. Dupont's "Dave " baulked 
tho 1st hurdle, but came in. 

The second race was a '^th of a mile 
dash. There were three entries for this 
race, which was won by F. Saunders' 
" Sooke River," sired by Carter's "Wel- 
lington," which beatT.S. Bowkor'a "Lady 
Mack," sirod by Bowkor'a " Mack," by 
ono neck only. 

Tlio third race was a half mile and re- 
peat, for which there wore eight entries. 
There w as a good deal of trouble in decid- 
ing this race, tho horses running several 
heats before it was settled in favor of 
Carter's " Jock C the Syde." 

The fourth race was by all means the 
nrottiest race of the day, licing a trotting 
match lietweeii Bowkor'a " Nellie Fern," 
Carter's " Flora Temple" and Parker's 
"Sallio." The race resulted in a victor}' 
for "Nellie Fern," who trotted the whole 
distance with the greatest case and with- 
out a break.

Tvro strxmsEs fzbsoits oavss- 

And Sumel In Alcohol, 

CuiuAuo, Juno 21. — A I'lmts special 
from the City of Mexico says: The accid- 
ent on tho Morlos railway last Friday 

evening loses none of its horror through 
receipt of more accurate advices. The 
scone of the cataatru[)ho was on the river 
Sail Antonio, near the village of Mail- 
poid. For aomo timo this section of tho 
country ha.s boon swept by fierce storms, 
swelling the creeks and laying waste many 
fertile fields. Included in the general 
wreck was a bridge spanning tho river at 
tho point mentioned. Although known 
to be unsafe it waa still in use when tho 
fated train bearing a battalion of soldiers 
attempted its passage. The result was a 
crash and tho undermined, supports gave 
way and oiigino and cara were hurled 
headlong down tho chasm. Scarcely had 
tho magnitude of tho tragedy become ap- 
parent when a now horror waa added. Iti 
the freight vans comprising a portion of 
the train was a conaignmont of alcohol. 
This took fire and the subsequent oxplo- 
aiou contributed much to the loss of life. 
It waa somo hours before the exact extent 
of the tragedy grew apparent. It is now 
known, however, tliat 13 otlicors and 192 
privates were either killed outright by tho 
fall or roasted to death, while others sus- 
tained hurts of more or less serious char- 
acter. When the information of the sad 
accident reached this city the oxcitoinont 
was unbounded antl crowds thronged all 
tho news centers anxiously awaiting par- 
ticulars. Never in tho history of the re- 
public has so frightful a casualty bcon 
clironicled and its occurrence it is feared 
may still further prejudice the popular 
mind against railway construction. 

T2B TSAaiOAL EITS OF OAPTAIIT 
HOENSBY. 

The Drew or His '7os30l Arrive at 
San Fxanciaco. 

The crow of tho achoonor Eustace have 
arrived at San Francisco from Mazatlan 
and furnish particulars of tho killing of 
Captain Hornaby and the firing of tho ves- 
sel by the maniac conk who had shown 
signs of dementia. He suddenly stabbed 
the captain as ho onteroc the cabin. The 
cook then ran into a closet where axes 
are kept. The crew closed tho c^bin doors. 
Tho cook continued walking about tho 
cabin soveral hours and threatened to lire 
tho vessel and the crew got tho boats 
ready. Soon after smoke began rising 
from the cabin and the crow left tho ves- 
sel hastily as she had 2300 kegs of powder 
on board. Soon aftor she blew up. Tho 
maniac undoubtedly perished in the ex- 
plosion. The crew reached Mazaltan af- 
ter a 60-miIe pull in a heavy sea.
